The property listed in this catalogue will be offered and sold subject to the fol- 
lowing terms and conditions: 


1. The word “Galleries”, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means the 
Parke-Bernet Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor: 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of descrip- 
tion, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are 
to be for a single article even though more than one article is included under a 
numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one num- 
bered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective 
of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine 
who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer 
may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to 
the Galleries immediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the whole 
purchase price, or such part thereof as the Galleries may require, shall be im- 
mediately made by the purchaser thereof. If the foregoing condition, or any other 
applicable condition herein, is not complied with, the sale may, at the option of 
the Galleries, be cancelled, and the article, or lot, reoffered for sale.

g. Articles sold and not paid for in full and not taken by noon of the day follow- 
ing the sale may be turned over by the Galleries to a carrier to be delivered to a 
storehouse for the account and risk of the purchaser, and at his cost. If the pur- 
chase price has not been so paid in full, the Galleries may either cancel the sale, 
and any partial payment already made shall thereupon be forfeited as liquidated 
damages, or it may resell the same, without notice to the buyer and for his 
account and risk, and hold him responsible for any deficiency.

10. If for any cause whatsoever any article sold cannot be delivered, or cannot be 
delivered in as good condition as the same may have been at the time of sale, the 
sale will be cancelled, and any amount that may have been paid on account of 
the sale will be returned to the purchaser.

Note: This and the following three tapestries constitute an important set 
of hangings of an extremely rare class which are referred to by Marillier in the 
Handbook to the Teniers Tapestries, 1932, p. 109, in the following terms: “They 
consist of some hay-field and inn scenes, perhaps by Francis and Thomas Poyntz, 
more nearly related to the series of Months and Seasons, with which are associated 
fishing scenes as well. The borders of these are usually conspicuous for the detail 
of a white poodle-dog standing on a crimson cushion in the upper and lower 
centres.” In a more extended discussion in his companion work, English Tapes- 
iries of the Eighteenth Century, 1930, pp. 106-7, Marillier illustrates an example 
exactly resembling the first tapestry of our series and formerly in the possession 
of Messrs, Mallett of Bath, and refers to part of another set at Turvey Abbey in 
Bedfordshire, which includes the Harvest Dance (or Hayfield) scene and the 
Fish Market; the subject we have termed the Village Fox Hunt remains unique 
and unknown to Marillier. 


Francis and Thomas Poyntz had their tapestry works originally at Hatton 
Garden from about 1667, Francis being one of the last directors at Mortlake and 
subsequently manager of the Great Wardrobe. At Hatton Garden were executed 
eight tapestries for Charles I] in 1676 and seven tapestries of the Months in 1686 
for the Queen’s apartments; Francis Poyntz died in 1685. While Marillier 
tentatively ascribes the present series to Poyntz, his monogram or insigne has not 
been found on any of the hangings mentioned, including the present ones, and. it 
is possible that they may be by John Vanderbank of Soho at the end of the 
seventeenth or the beginning of the eighteenth century. The tapestries are notable 
for the brilliant state of their preservation.
